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Dishonesty: Condemned Or Condoned? Religious Activities Schedule 


Public opinion seems to have placed the 
House Subcommittee on Legislative Over¬ 
sight on a level with the mean little boy 
who tells other children there is no Santa 
Claus. 

True, by letting the world in on the 
secret that quiz show contestants had help 
with the answers, the committe'e did de¬ 
stroy what was almost blind devotion on 
the part of some persons to the Van Doren 
myth. 

The only real similarity between the 
findings of the committee and the inform¬ 
ing of the mean little boy, however, is that 
the disappointed hearer, a little-shame¬ 
faced at having believed the myth, is one 
step closer to growing up. 

The commotion the finds of the commit¬ 
tee caused is a good thing in that it is mak¬ 
ing the American people “grow up” enough 
to ask themselves juSt how much dishon¬ 
esty I hey are willing to overlook. 

It is a healthful sign because it exposes a 
dangerous coming attitude of the American 
people — the willingness to accept some¬ 
thing underhand just because it has not 
been clearly defined as illegal. 

Are the American people becoming so ac¬ 
customed to dishonesty everywhere that 
they fail to recognize it as such? 

For instance, how concerned about dis¬ 
honesty are young people on the campus? 

Tn an article in the September issue of 


the MSM publication, The Intruder, Floyd 
Stoddard, English instructor, illustrated 
the prevalance of dishonesty by citing a poll 
he made in which all but four of 85 stu¬ 
dents readily admitted having cheated in 
the classroom. 

In the light of national unconcern for 
underhandedness, the committee investiga¬ 
tion is a good thing, not a ruthless finger 
pointing. There is still some hope if the 
American conscience gets a twinge when it 
knows an action Is legal but not quite 
ethical. 

The investigation is a healthful sign, too, 
that the television industry, still young, 
learns early that there is no place for fraud 
or deception.

The whole commotion caused by the in¬ 
vestigation is a good thing if the Ameri¬ 
can people are now willing to take a good 
look around to see if they can still recog¬ 
nize dishonesty and then do something 
about it.

Edwards told students and pro¬ 
fessional persons at the South¬ 
western Journalism Forum at 
SMU recently that TV, in its 
young adulthood, faces the same 
kind of problems and anxieties 
that persons of that age exper¬ 
ience.

Judge Talks 

Oil Marriage

It does not take much of a stim¬ 
ulus to get the average married 
couple in a divorce court today. 
Judge Craven Beard of the Do¬ 
mestic Relations Court in Tyler 
told Psychology 213 classes. 

“I will get another one, if this 
one does not please me,” seems 
to be the general opinion of young 
married couples, he said. 

Quoting Shakespeare he said, 

“No love runs a true course.” 

He said cross words between 
couples were normal and natural. 

It is only when the individual 
fails to adjust to these misunder¬ 
standings that divorce proceed¬ 
ings result, he said. 

“If couples would live by the 
golden rule in that they would 
do unto their spouse as they would 
have their spouse do unto them, 
there would be far less divorces,” 
Judge Beard said. 

Many couples fail to realize 
that marriage is a two-sided af¬ 
fair and as a result, they want 
their partner to do all of the ad¬ 
justing after the marriage, he 
emphasized. 

The court of domestic relations 
does not act as a counseling serv¬ 
ice, he said, but a group known 
as The Family Clinic Service in 
Tyler does advise couples in mar¬ 
riage. 

Judge Beard said both the hus¬ 
band and wife must be willing to 
appear before the group before 
the service will advise. The clinic 
is composed of a doctor, lawyer, 
minister, and businessman. 

If a person has already chosen 
his marriage partner, he should 
not ask for advice because it is 
nearly always impossible to 
change one’s mind at this stage, 
he said.

paching, and on the job exper¬ 
ience. It is his belief that from 
live to 10 years of teaching are 
|eeded to make a good teacher. 

“We defined readiness as the 
level one is ready for and slightly 
libove the level one has obtain¬ 
ed. 

Many children,” said Elder 
■“may lack readiness, yet through 
■excessive effort may learn. Oth- 
|ers however, cannot learn. 

“The trainable children fall into 
I this group of non-learners. They 
possess an IQ below 50.” said 
Elder. He explained that these 
children may be trained to rec¬ 
ognize signs and simple physical 
* Skills. 

The retarded children are those 
with an IQ between 50 and 75. 
“These,” he said, “learn to read 
and work simple arithmetic.” 

“The third group,” Elder con¬ 
tinued, “are the physically han¬ 
dicapped children— but of normal 
ability. By the time they reach 
the older junior high age, they 
need no individual attention be¬ 
cause they have been taught to 
get around in regular classes.” 

The fourth group mentioned by 
Elder is the “home-bound chil- 
~.en, the temporarily ill and 
those injured by accidents.” 

“Last,” said Elder “is the group 
having a speech defect, who re¬ 
ceive out-of-class correction two 
or three times a week.”
